| water that he swallows when he sinks 
and the size of his lungs. The human 
body in life naturally floats while the 
lungs are inflated. As long as one 
keeps hie head above the surface of 
the water he can float, face up, with 
out having to move hand or foot. 

But as soon as a person sinks he 
gulps and imbibes a quantity of water 
If after he has swallowed water he 
has any alr in his lungs, he will un 
doubtedly rise again and will continue 
to sink and rise alternately until all 
the alr Is expelled from his lungs, when 
| be will drown. 

In most cases the frightened victim 
of an accident swallows enough water 
when he first sinks to leave him tn a 
very exhausted condition; but, as there 
{s still air left in his lungs, he soon 
finds himself on the surface again 
Each time he sinks, however, the sup- 
ply of alr in his lungs grows less until 
ultimately there is no longer sufficient 
to support him.

In Queen Anne's 
reign they were yet so comparatively 
uncommon as to be mentioned as a 
special feature of houses that were 
advertised as “To let.” In the Tatler, 
for instance, No. 178, May 27-30, 1710, 

there is this advertisement: 

“To lett. In Devonshire 
near Bishopsgate, a very good Brick 
House of 3 Rooms of a Floor, and a 
good Hall, with very light and 
dark Closets, the whole House being 
well wainscoted, and sash'd with 80 
Sash Lights, a very pleasant and con- 
venient Office below Stairs,” ete

To be sure, oil and gas may 
be used, but the price of the former has 
gone up, and is likely to go higher, and 
the latter is not everywhere avo»ilable 
Unless the great strike is soon ended, 
of which there is no prospect, and coal 
ugain becomes plenty and cheap, this, 
aod all other Northern comuunities, 
are facing a mighty bard winter.

Mass, Crop Report. 


In its Crop Report for 
which appeared on Oct. 3, 
State Board of Agricultur 
following summary of crop 
in Massachusetts: 

Indian corn is one of the poorest 
crops ever secured. The frosts of the 
first week in September injured it on 
high land in some sections, practically 
none of it ripened, and even with the 
absence of frost from that time to the 
time of making returns much remains 
to mature. That which bas ripened is 
not well eared and less than ap average 
crop will be secured. Clover is fairly 
well developed and should be of good 
nutritive value where not injured by 
frost. Rowan is below the average crop. 
The dull weather of the past month has 
been unfavorable for securing it and 
much of it still remains in the field. 
Fall teed is excellent and in most see 


September,

tions pastures and mowings will atart 
next season in good condition. Less 
than the usual amount of fall seeding 
has been done for the State. The dull 


weather has also 


had a tendency to 
delay work in this 


line. Such seeding 
48 Was putin early generally made a 
good catch and is now grewing well, 
Onions are less than an average crop in 
most sections, although there are numer 
ous local exceptions. They are not yet 
ripened in many cases, and still need 
some warm weather for best results. 
Thick necks appear to be somewhat 


prevalent, but practically no blight is 
reported, The yield of potatoes was 
somewhat shortened by rot, but not as 


much as was teared a month 
quality was generally excellent where 
unaffected by rot. Root crops are in 
excellent condition and promising well 
Celery is also a good crop as far as re- 


ago. The 


ported on. Other late market garden 
crops are generally fair, but not extra 
good. Apples improved in condition 


during the month and a good crop. will 
be secured, winter varieties, however, 
not giving as good results as fall ones, 
The fruit is unusually fair and of good 
quality. Pears are alight crop. Peaches 
sue Dub the Chop as & Whole Was 
above the average in yield. There was 
some complaint as to the quality and 
flavor of the fruit. Grapes are a heavy 
crop, but did not ripen well in many 
cases and are still liable to injury from 
frost. Cranberries are a light crop, 
although some bogs will yield well. 

In addition to reports of correspon 
dents, and general information as to 
climate and crop conditions throughout 
the country, this report contains an 
article on “Improvement of Pastures,” 
by Prof. J. W. Sanborn. It will be 
found of particular value to dairy 
farmers.

This being the case, 
one may readily comprehend how a 
very small amount of heat would 
cause the liquid and gas to expand to 
such a degree that the diamond would 
give way with all the characteristics 
of a miniature explosion.

The bird gets under way 
smartly, acal as a usual thing goes bor 
ing up wind In a style rather sug 
gestive of a feathered corkscrew. <A 
series of electrical zigzags get him to 
top speed, whereupon his progress

& general rule a flushed bird springs a 
few feet Into the air, hangs for the 
fraction of a second, then begins to 
twist and dodge as though the Old Boy 
was at his tail. It would be very in 
teresting could we discover the original 
cause of the dodging. Possibly some 
ancient foe, now long extinct, was best 
baffed by that mode of filght, for 
there usually is some such explanation 
for pecullat by wild things 
Because the flight happens to be puz 
aling to a gur is no guarantee that 
the bird dodges for that purpose—such 
an explanantion would imply a deal 
more intelligence than the entire tribe 
of snipe are possessed of. Snipe, of

THE 


John Johnson. 


In the death of Mr. Jonn Jonson, 
which occurred about 11 o'clock Sunday 
forenoon, Dec. 7, 1902, at the home he 
had long occupied on Arlington Road, 
this city, Woburn lost one of its oldest 
and most highly respected citizens. He 
bad not enjoyed good health for a few 
years past, and his passing away, at his 
extreme age, was not unexpected. 

No man was better known in this com 
munity than John Johnson, and no one 
enjoyed the respect and esteem of his 
fellowmen to a greater degree than he 
He poswessed rare executive ability, wes 
clear brained, and of sound judgment 
The opinion of no man waa oftener 
sought on important business matters 
than his. He did bis own thinking; was 
positive in his ideas; and bad the courage 
to give them expression when sought by 
others. For these intellectual qualities 
people confided in Mr. Johnson and 
often went to him for couneil and ad 
vice. Morally his lite was a good pattern 
for others to live by. He was upright, 
conscientious and bonest. 

We take the following sketch of Mr. 
Johnson's life from the Boston Globe: 

Mr. Johnson was born in Woburn Feb 
12, 1814, the son of John and Sarah Ken 
dall Johnson, and a lineal descendant, 
in the eighth generation, of Capt. Ed 
ward Joblnson, one of the most promi 
nent of the settlers of the town in 1642 

Jobn remained on his father’s farm 
till he was 17, when he took charge of 
the Kendall farm, also at the westerl: 
side of the town, having a salary of $7 
a month for the winter and $12 for the 
summer. Half his earnings he gave to 
his father, and with the balance took a 
course in an academy in his native 
town, which he attended in 1832. 

The young man inelined towards a 
profession, with a particular leaning 
towards that of aclergyman of the Uni 
versaliat denomination, but not being 
able to take up the necessary siudies be 
sought a trade. 

He engaged with 
wheelwright trade 


his uncle in the 
in West Cambridge. 
where he remained two years, the first 
year receiving $30, the second $35. He 
worked at the trade till he was 25, when 
he opened business for himself at the 
west side of the town, aud with it carried 
on some farming. 

In 1854 he was chosen Treasurer of 
the Woburn Agricultural and Mechanics 
Association, a financial institution, doing 
a large business in Woburn and sur- 
rounding towns and gave up his other 
business. He remained in charge of the 
Association until ita charter was sur- 
rendered some years ago. Since then he 
has been at the head of a banking firm 
in this erty. 

In 1868 he was chosen a Director of 
the First National Bank of this city, 
succeeding Gen. Abijah Thompson, and 
ina few years was selected as Vice- 
President, and later became President 

For 29 years he was the town Auditor, 
cue year he was a iember of the Board 
of Seectmen, for three years was au 
Assessor, and for 17 years a member of 
the Sehool Committee, In 1873 he was 
chosen Town Olorvk, but declined. During 
end after the Civil War he was a Deputy 
Collector of Lnternal Revenue, 

Mr. Jolinson was one of the exeeutors

Mr. Joliuson was deeply interested in 
historical researel; was an expert in 
realestate and owner of considerable

He is survived by 
John Warren Johnson and Justice Ed- 
ward F. Johnson of the District Court, 
and a daughter, Rosella Maria. 

Funeral services were held at his reai- 
dence Wednesday afternoon. Rev. A 
©. Parker officiated and the Apolio 
Quartette of Boston rendered three 
selections: Whittier’s “Etert Good 
ness,” “Nearer My God to Thee,” “Look 
tg This Way.”

FILIPINO FUNERALS, 


Pictoresqne For the Rieh and Pa- 
thetic For the Poor. 


One of the most striking things to be 


seen on the streets of Manila is a Fill 
pino f ineral If the deceased was 
wealthy and had hosts of friends, the 


funeral will be headed by a band play 
ing selections from comic operas. The 
body of the deceased follows in a 
fearse covered with black cloth ar 
ranged in a grewsome design and 
drawn by six black ponies, each be 
decked with headgear of long black 
feathers. The hearse will be followed 
by men on foot wearing knickerbock 
ers and cocked bats, and after them 
follow innumerable vehicles of every 
description. If the body is to be In 
terred, the gravediggers will precede 
the band, with their toola over their 
shoulders 

Most Filipino funerals, however, are 
more pathetic. The father of a few 
weeks old baby will trot out to the 
cemetery entirely alone, with the little 
white coffin balanced well on his head, 
and if a man had not the price of a 
vehicle his remains will be carried out 
on bamboo poles by four Chinamen, 
and the coffin will be one that has seen 
service before.

The increasing damage to shade and 
fruit trees in this State by leaf-eating 
insects, such as the elm-tree beetle, the 
brown tail moth, the gypsy moth, and 
the tussock moth, las become a serious 
matter. If our trees are to be preserved, 
Intelligent and persistent work is neces 
sary. The time to prepare for this work 
is now, while the insects are dormant, 
and not in the spring after they have 
begun to feed. 

That the people of the State muy fully 
understand the danger which threatens 
their trees, and may be prepared to 
meet it effectively, the Trustees of the 
Massachusetts Seciety for Promoting 
Agriculture have arranged tor fifty pub 
lic lectures, illustrated by the s«tereopti- 
con. Under this arrangement, ‘luring 
the mouths of January, February aud 
March, 1903, the services of a lecturer 
and lantern operator will be furnished 
free to any town or city which will 
agree to pay travelling aud hotel ex 
penses durtug the time actually devoted 
to the city or town. The teetures will 
be of a popular nature, and slides will 
be shown of the common shade and 
fruit tree insects, spraying outfits, 
nozzles. etc., and in each town particular 
attention will be given to the msects 
particularly tujurious in that town.

“T expect you speak the sahib 
who steals my window curtains.
